A code u nder which hatcheries 
will op erate has been p u t into 
effect and local hatcheries were 
rep resented this week a t a m eet­ 
ing in Shelby v ille when the de­ 
tails of the code were ex p lained. 
This p rogram will u ndou bted­ 
ly bring an im p rov em ent to the 
p ou ltry men of the commu nity , 
it was ex p lained, in tha t it reg­ 
u lates the size of eggs to be set 
by the hatcher^, not only for his 
own 
chick s bu t 
regu lates 
the 
size of eggs to be set as cu stom 
hatch. 
The code not only effects the 
hatchery m en with a large cap a­ 
city , bu t effects the 100 egg in­ 
cu bators who Cu stom H atch or 
sell baby chick s. 
Any one setting an 
incuba to r 
one hu ndred eggs or more must 
register with the committee a nd 
get their p erm it. 
Also 
pa y ing 
their registration fees which is 
comp u lsory . 
This code p rohibits hatchery - 
m an from m ak ing any rebates, 
secret concessions and secret al­ 
lowances of any k ind, and he has 
only one p rice which m u st be 
registered with the committee, 
he m u st sell 100 chick s and giv e 
100 chick s, no ex tra chick s with 
orders.

with co de rulings in a dv ertising, 
gua ra ntee, a nd be o pen to in­ 
spectio n by co mmittee a t a ny 
time; he must keep bo o k reco rds

tio n a nd sa le price.

By CLARENCE M. WRIGHT 
Washing to n, Jan. 17 (/P>— Op­ 
po nents of President Roosev elt’s 
do llar dev alu ation

planned a fu rther attack cen­

o f the proposal to impou nd the 
Federal Reserv e sy stem’s gold 
supply . 
Despite concessions from ev en 
bitter opponents that the mea­ 
su re wou ld pass, sev eral Repu b­ 
lican senators joined two former 
Democratic treasu ry secretaries 
— Glass of Virginia, and Mc- 
Ado o of California — in raising 
the qu estion behind closed doors 
y esterday . 
The senate grou p had Attor­ 
ney General Cu mmings at work 
to day preparing a written opin­ 
io n o n the v alidity of the pro­ 
po sal, the requ est was made de­ 
spite a prev iou s report by Cu m­ 
ming s to the President that the 
mo v e was constitu tional. 
The hou se, meanwhile, had 
trou bles of its own. The row be­ 
tween its banking and coinage 
committees as to which one 
shou ld handle the Roosev elt bill 
reached the point where a hou se 
v ote might become necessary for 
a decision. 
Ex pecting a comparativ ely ear­ 
ly enactment of the dev alu ation 
measu re, administration follow­ 
ers today were argu ing abou t an­ 
other point — how soon there­ 
after wou ld the President find it 
necessary to issu e a proclama­ 
tion taking part of the gold ou t 
of the dollar. 
One school argu ed that the 
President already had the set-u p 
which cou ld achiev e a 50 per 
cent dev alu ation throu gh other 
means that the cu rrent gold 
price o f $34 .4 5 an ou nce already 
made the dollar a 60 per cent 
o ne. 
These added that u nder these 
circu mstances the statu tory pro­ 
v isio n that the dollar mu st con­ 
tain 2 3.2 2 grains of gold cou ld be 
left u nchanged for a time, and 
reduced only when the ex pected 
speculativ e price rise had spent 
itself. 
There were others, howev er, 
who held that the specu lativ e; 
rise was being felt now and that 
to continu e the desired u pward 
trend the earliest possible change 
in the gold content was needed. 
The argu ers had no indication 
fro m the President himself as to 
when his proclamation wou ld be 
issued althou gh he agreed at his 
Sunday night conference that a 
pro clamatio n wou ld be neces­ 
sary to co mplete the desired re­ 
v aluatio n.
